In  a recent  newspaper  article,  I read  where  to  write  you  about  my 
U.F.C,  sighting.  My  sighting  was  several  months  ago,  anti  I had  all  Luc 
forgotten  about  it  until  I started  reading  recent  reports  on  chera. 

My  report  goes  as  follows: 

On  the  night  of  December  ,10 19*35 . a Friday,  I went  to  Ocala  National 
Forest  to  spend  the  weekend  at  our  canpsitc  along  with  tiy  facher-ln-law. 
That  night,  I went  to  the  City  of  Leesburg  about  22  niles  from  our  camp  to 
visit  some  friends  of  mine.  Upon  riy  return  trip  to  our  camp  is  when  I maw 
what  I would  say  to  be  an  ll.F.O. 

It  was  about  11:00  P.JL,  and  1 was  traveling  in  a northeast  direction 
around  Lake  Weir  between  the  toivns  of  V.*alrsdaia  and  Oklawaua  on  Ait.  4^(1. 
About  1 mile  out  of  Weirsdale,  I crossed  a large  hili  which  descends  into 
a deep  valley  ivhich  is  surrounded  on  all  sides  by  orange  trees. 


Whan  I looked  off  to  iny  left,  I could  see  Lake  Weir,  a sight  which  I 
had  seen  many  tines  before.  Cut  this  time,  I also  saw  something  <?lse.  At 
the  base  of  the  hill  where  the  valley  meets  the  lake,  th^ire  was  a large, 
oval  disk  of  a silvery  color.  I was  driving  at  about  60  n.p.h.,  and  I 
slowed  to  about  35  m.p.h.  in  order  to  get  a better  look.  T would  say  the 
object  was  about  k of  a mile  from  the  highway,  hovering  about  50  to  100 
feet  off  the  ground.  I observed  no  lights  from  the  object  but  could  clearly 
see  it  because  the  noon  was  full.  From  this  distance,  1 would  say  it  was 
approi-iinately  90  feet  in  diameter  and  nearly  20  feet  chick.  I did  not  stop 
my  car  for  a closer  look  at  the  time,  but  the  next  clay  on  .another  trip  to 
Leesburz,  I observed  the  same  area  and  there  was  no  object  which  looked  like 
die  thing  I had  seen  the  night  bafors. 

1 know  that  this  is  a long  time  afterwards  co  report  my  sighting  '.'ut 
if  you  could  help  solve  ny  mystery,  I would  deeply  appreciaLc  It, 


1 hanking  you  in  advance 
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On  tha  night  of  Cacsmbsr  10 th,  thrss  aiomen  who  utouLd  not  allaiu  the  news- 
papsrs  to  raXsasB  their  narnei^  saui  a'uro  over  their  autainobila  on  a road  ba- 
twaen  .•'J^arath  and  Hanover  Toanshig,  Pa»  They  described  it  as  a round  object 
with  3 done  and'-ab’otJt  TO'  lights  on  the  rlnt,  and  with  a big  blinUing  light  in 
the  center*  After  hcuaring  in  a tilted  position  Far  a Few  seconds,  just  a few 
yards  above  the  vehicle,  it  shot  upwards  and  went  out  of  sight.  There  was  m 
interference  with  the  car's  nahor.
